THR ORION NEBULA. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE "DAILY PRESS.” 

San,~Any one can seo that the principal stars 
ave not clustered abont tho milky way,—this 
heing rather formed of the most mioute atars,—. 
but that thay onvircle the heavens in another 
broad band, tho most aplendid part’ of which 
forms ‘the constellation Orion, which,-besidea 
being diatinguished by. remerkable double and 
coloured stara, containg in tho ‘handlo.of the 
sword the niost copspionous Nebula in the sky, 
As visible to the naked 
fow nebula that attrsoted attention atan ently 
date, oud was_oo donbt well known to the old 
Ohaldeans and to the builders of tha Pyramids, 
ho paid so magh attention to the stars, After 


.| the invention of the tolesaopo it was discovered 


in Hurope, and the sketches wo pousess from the 
sightecnth cantnry look very mach like what may 
be sean now in aamall astronominal-telarcope. In 
the beginning of this centary » -more golentific 
interosd began to be taken. in the Nebula, 
ond corofal drawinga wore prepared by. somo of 
the most famous astrouomers, who had the larrost 
telascopes of those days nt their disposal. From 
time to times numberof abservntiongand skatohes 
have been pubilighed, among whioh one by the lata 
@Arrest, of Copenhagen, andor whom I studird 
this complicated object thirteen yearsago. It hos 
boon compared to the head and yawning jaws of 
Rome. nidriatrous animnl, With.two, big. probosis 
rnoning ot fromthe snout. . D'Arrest’s papor 
opntaiue « valuable oritique of all the -drawi 
thut wore knowo to-hina, Aftor olosoly serutl- 
nizing the wholo matorinl, d’Arrest came to the 
conclusion that cortain .ebouges had taken place 
in the nehgla daring the last forty yoare, but at 
the samo time he confidently assorted that these 
did not consist in alterations, however minute, of 
its onthines, but moroly in variation of the rals- 
tive brightness of certain: minor parts, which, 
however, obanve the whole appearance moro or 
Tose. ' The diffloalty lier in the airoumstance 
thatthe ‘détawings have boon mada, with ench 
vory dissimilar toluscopes. -D'Arrest made ase 
of a drawing which Lamont made forty yours 
previously at Munich with: a refractor of oqual 
‘power, bat then Orion is soonata vory difforont 
height above the horizon in Copenhagen and in 
Manich owing to the difforent latitades of there 
places. “Now while in charge of the Maokrvo. 
Observatory, Co, Sligo, Irelaud, I had the rare 
fortune to be able to compare my, observations 
with those loft bobind by my prodecossor from 
observations nearly forty years sgo. I was then 
ablo to conclasivoly verily tho alterations that 
ware proviously only suspasted, and I snggeated 
cortain othtrs, after having had opportunities of 
looking at the Nebula in. the large: refracting 
tolescopes of St. Potoraburg, Mackree, Dablic, 
and Copenhagen. But all the invastigations 
mado in Murope hava bean snrpassod by the 
observations made at the U, 8. Naval Obsorva- 
tory, Washington,namoly, by Profeasor Holden, 
who,howevor,tu bis gorgeous “Monograph of the 
Central Parte of tho Nebula of Orion,”(Washing- 
ton, 1889) réfexa in tertas of approval to d’Arrost’s 
work and my own offorte, . 

The overwhelming importance of ascertaining 
any change that may take placa in suah an ob- 
joot, may be. gathered from the following son. 
siderations :—For a long time: chemical philo- 
sophors bave suspocted that tho so-called olo- 
tmonts may ultimately prove to be really only 
different combinations of one or more traly 
elementary snbstances, thoagh we are unable to 
decomposes them-owing to the limiled range of 
tomperature in our laboratories; bat..owing to 
tho transcendent temperatura of the San, thoy 
Bro suppoaod to oxist thore fo greotor purity, 
and as pointed ont by Lookyor, this appears 
be corroborated ‘by tha simplification . of erta’ 
spectra and by thoir baving® sevoral, go-oalled 
asic, lines in common. Some obomists ara of 
opinion that the elements are. combinations of 
several puro substanees, whila others are in- 
olined to think that matter mast be ultimately 
one and tha same.’ Some have even gone ao far 
es to suggest hydrogen as thie pure and un- 
combined substance, Now the Oilon Nebula 
consists of glowiog hydrogon, though nitrogen 
is also indicated, by ite apeotram, which mora.

In bis early. youth he was in 
the Royal navy os a -middy, but to one of 
his. activo and adveriturous-disposition such 
a life, unless in time of war, would soon 
become irksome, and it is therefore not sur- 
prising, to those who know him, to find that 
he left the “wooden walls of Old England” 
‘hafora he attaiued the rank of bis dis- 
tinguished relative, Admiral, King, Some 
years.ago, we refrain from saying how many, 
for obvioug reasons, “Billy” was in the
